TWO WEEKS AGO (17 Feb.) 

The U.S.A. is a giant in the world; however, a giant 
must have eyes or it will stumble into difficulties, Lt. 

General Vernon A. Walters, CIA Deputy Director, told 
a joint meeting of Rotary-Kiwanis Clubs. CIA, he said, 
is the “eye of the giant” — the eye which, if blinded by 
needless probing into top secrets by outside agencies, 
will frighten our allies and please leaders of countries 
who do not wish us well. 

General Walters, who speaks eight languages and has 
been an advisor to many Presidents and Ambassadors 
in his 34 years of service, pointed out that many people 
think of CIA as an instrument of war. He calls the 
agency “a weapon of peace.” 

Because of CIA’s monitoring capabilities, we have 
been able to reach an agreement with USSR on inter- 
continental ballistic missiles, he said; and expressed 
optimism for the future of international relations, espe- 
cially with Brazil, which he calls a rising super-power. 

General Walters quoted CIA’s motto: “You shall 
know the truth and the truth shall make you free.”

NEW POLICIES ON 
ROTARY ATTENDANCE 

The Board of Directors recently adopted two policies 
relative to attendance at our Club meetings. 

One new policy implements a long-standing policy of 
the Board of Directors of R. I., which states that mem- 
bers must remain at each Club meeting at least 60% of 
the time scheduled for such a meeting in order to get 
credit for attending that meeting. Officially, each meet- 
ing of our Club starts at 12 Noon and ends at 1:15 p.m. 
Therefore, members are required to remain at each 
meeting until 12:45 p.m. — if they expect to get credit 
for that meeting. 

The other policy deals with make ups. Without spe- 
cial permission from the Board of Directors, no member 
of our Club may make up more than 30% of Rotary 
meetings during any six-month period with other Ro- 
tary Clubs in Franklin County. 

Rotarians exemplify Service and Fellowship. The 
degree of Service rendered to our Club and community, 
and the type and frequency of Fellowship enjoyed by 
meeting weekly with fellow Rotarians of our Club, are 
related, inseparateably, to sustained attendance at Co- 
lumbus Rotary.
